Contract Awarded for First 


50 Miles of 


As& G. W. Line—Work to Be Started 
at Once, and Steel Laid Before Freeze Up 
Next Fall — Grading Work on Canada 
Central to Be Started at Once — Will 
Open Up Country on North Bank of 


Peace River. 


The contract for the first 150 miles of the Alberta and Great 
Waterways railway has been let tc the D. F. McArthur company 
of Edmonton and Winnipeg, and work will be started immediately, 

The laying of steel on the A. & G. W. will be completed to mile 
150, about forty miles north of Lac la Biche, before the freeze up 


next winter. 


Construction of the temporary pile bridge across the Athabasca 
river at Smith is now practically completed, and the head of steel 
on the E,, D. & B. C. will reach the town of Sawridge within 


thirty days. 


The townsite of Smith will be sheaed, on the market in Edmon- 
ton today by the Peace River Land and Development Co,. Moser- 


Ryder block. 


Grading work on the Canada Central railway, one hundred 
miles of which was guaranteed by the legislature at its recent ses- 
sion at twenty thousand dollars per mile, will be started immed- 


iately. 


By next winter the steel on the Edmonton, Dunvegan and B. 
C. railway will reach the Smoky river at mile 310. 

The building of the E., D. & B. ©. and Canada Central rail- 
ways involves the construction of three magnificent steel bridges 


at a total cost of about one millio, dollars,

across the Athabasca at Smith, arrangements for anothcr at Smcky 
River are now wnder way—these two being on the route of the E., 

D. & B. 0,—and a third will be thrown across the Peace River at 
Peace River Orossing, on the Can ida Central.
